open actions exaſperate, they doe belt, it 
they be not ſeene, In the {1xth of Tohn, Chriſt | 
would no: bee ſeene. When they would 
have put vpon him, that which was nor fic 
for him ro rake, when they would haue 
made him Kine, he withdrew himſelfe, and 
was not ſcene. When Princes are tempred 
to take Territories, or poſſeſs1ons In to their 
hands, to which other Princes haue 1uſt pre- 


rences, they doe beſt, if they withdrawe | 


themſelues from engagements 1n vnnecel- 


ſarie Warres , for that, that onely was lo- | 1.negas.

' Perſons and Goucrnors in any ſtate, are ſo

And for the Merchants of the 
Weſt, we know that in divers 'orraine parts, 
their Nobilitie 18 1n their Merchants, their 
Merchants arc cheir Gentlemen, - And certain- 
ly,no placeot the world, tor Commodices| 
and Situation, betrer diſpoſed then this 
Kingdome, to make Merchants great. You 
cannot ſhew your greatncſſe more, then 
| in ſeruing God, with parrof it, you did ſerue 
before you were free; but here you do both 
at once, for his ſeruice is perfect freedome. 
Iam not here to day, to beg a Beneuolence for 
any particular cauſe on foot now: there 15 
none; but my Errand in this firſt part is,firſt 
to remoue 1ealouſtes and ſuſpitions of Gods
